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QUESTIONS UNANSWERED 
One can’t help ho ping that fo rmer Presi­ 
dent Truman has no t made his final presen­ 
tatio n fo r the reco rd in the Harry Dex ter 
White case. 
Fo r o ne thing , in his speech o f ex planatio n 
the o ther nig ht, which parto o k o f the o ld 
“ whistle-sto p” flav o r in its mo re v ehement 
passag es, he said a g o o d many thing s abo ut 
his handling o f the case. Since then, Atto r­ 
ney General Bro wnell and FBI Chief J. Edg ar 
Ho o v er hav e co ntradicted him o n majo r 
po ints. 
But Bro wnell and Ho o v er were speaking 
under o ath befo re a Senate co mmittee and 
Mr. Truman was merely making a radio -TV 
appearance. It is a pity that he canno t find 
a way to place his statement o n the same 
plane. Perhaps he co uld v o lunteer a depo si­ 
tio n—a swo rn statement—fo r submissio n to 
the Senate, o r at least fo r g eneral public 
circulatio n. 
If he sho uld decide to do this, he mig ht 
well enlarg e and clarify his respo nses o n 
certain parts o f the sto ry . These are so me 
o f the questio ns that seem left unanswered 
by his o wn and o thers’ statements: 
Did Mr. Truman himself ev er actually 
read the first FBI repo rt,-deliv ered to him 
o n Dec. 4, 1945? He do es no t say he did, 
and implied in his speech either that he did 
no t, o r did no t remember any thing in it. 
When, ex actly , did he read the seco nd 
FBI repo rt, deliv ered to the White Ho use o n 
Feb. 4, 1946 ? He say s he “ first learned’* o f 
the charg es ag ainst White “ early in Febru­ 
ary .” Did he read the repo rt pro mptly , o r 
wait a day o r so ? 
If he did read it sho rtly after receipt, why 
did he no t take the quick, precautio nary step 
o f telling Senate leaders to ho ld up White’s 
co nfirmatio n to a new g o v ernment po st? 
That wo uld hav e, g iv en him time to study the 
pro blem leisurely and tho ro ug hly . 
Why did Mr. Truman imply so stro ng ly 
that the late Justice Vinso n, then Secretary 
o f the Treasury , had suppo rted his decisio n 
to retain White? 
Mr. Truman wax ed indig nant that Bro wn­ 
ell seemed to be indirectly assailing a dead 
man. But if Ho o v er’s statement wras accu­ 
rate, then Mr. Truman did Vinso n no serv ice. 
Fo r Ho o v er said Vinso n wanted to fire White 
as so o n as he learned the g rav ity o f the 
charg es ag ainst him.

MORE ON MONEY 
In the business world, com m ittees are being 
organized and m eetings are being held to consider 
the question of either lowering or abolishing the 
American tariff. The Randall Commission, appoint­ 
ed by the President, is now m aking investigations 
in Europe and will come up with recommendations. 
W hat is desired is the establishm ent of a free 
m arket in goods, but Bernard Baruch insists that 
this will not solve the problem. His idea is: 
I think the first thing that y ou should do would 
be to recommend a free m arket in currencies of 
the world, so that if a man gets pesetas, or he gets 
francs, or dollars, or pounds, or w hatever currency 
the Chinese and Japanese have, he can im m ediate­ 
ly turn it into a currency which he desires for the 
purpose of his trade. I think that is the first thing 
tha t has got to be done.” 
This, it appears to me, is sound advice because 
if money is no good, that is, unacceptable, trade 
will die on the vine. Furtherm ore, any question of 
world trade has to be answered in the clim ate of 
w ar or peace. W hen no one can determ ine from 
the facts w hether we are living in a period of w ar 
or peace—“cold w ar,” it is euphemistically called 
—it is’ impossible to decide w hether there should 
be high or low tariffs or any at all, since, in our 
era. trade can be a weapon of war. 
Baruch m akes the point that most people who 
are ex cited over this question are in a terrific 
hurry to do too much too rapidly . W hat is needed, 
in this ex trem ely sensitive field of human endeavor 
is to go step by step; otherwise, great damage 
m ight be done. For instance, the British, who are 
most energetic in .their demand that the American 
tariffs be reduced or abolished, have actually raised 
their tariffs and pursue a policy of imperial 
preference aimed at the reduction of American 
trad e'w ithin the British Commonwealth. Also by 
the manipulation of the value of currencies, tariffs 
can actually be raised while giving the appearance 
of reduction. 
Therefore, the first task is not to reduce tariffs, 
which may mean nothing, but to establish a free 
m arket for currencies. The attem pt at this mo­ 
m ent to stabilize currencies or to re-establish gold 
could be prem ature. A stabilization fund would 
only invite a demand that the United S tates put 
up all the money in one way or another. It would 
be better to let the currencies reach their own 
levels in a free m arket before any attem pt is made 
either to use a stabilization fund or to restore the 
gold standard. It is soundest to go one step at a 
time. 
It is now moving toward nine y ears since World 
W ar II ended and not only are the economics of 
the world dislocated but the burden still falls 
heavily on the United States. How long this coun­ 
try can carry that burden, no one can say , but this 
much is clear: the Eisenhower Administration, 
which set out to balance the budget, restore the 
value of American currency and reduce tax es, has 
been able to do none of these because of . faulty 
economics in other countries. Certainly during the
